Dutch teen, 14, arrested for Twitter 
airline threat 


ROTTERDAM (AFP) - 
Dutch police have arrested a 
teen aged girl after she al¬ 
legedly tweeted a tlireat to 
Allien can Airlines posing as 
an al-Qaeda member, a police 
spokesman said on Monday. 

The 14-year-old girl 
named Sarah 'reported to tlie 
police tins morning accompa¬ 
nied by a relative", P^.otter- 
dam police Pv.oland Ekkers 
said. 'She's been taken into 
custody with a heanng 
against her to start soon." 


Sarah apparently posted 
the message that landed her 
in hot water on social net¬ 
work Twitter on Sunday. 

'Hello, my name's Ibra- 
Inm and I'm from Afgha- 
mstan. I'm part of Al Qaida 
and on June 1st lYn gonna do 
sometliing really big bye," 
read tlie message, which has 
since been deleted together 
with her account 

Amencan Airhnes then re¬ 
sponded, saying 'Sarali, we 
take these threats very seri¬ 


ously Your IP address and 
details will be forwarded to 
security and tlie FBI." 

Dutch public broadcaster 
NOS said Sarah, wliose tweet 
earned her tliousands of new 
followers, ttien furiously tried 
to rectify the situation. 

Ekkers said police were 
investigating "because of the 
uproar caused over tlie week¬ 
end. It IS not sure how long 
Sarah will still be under ar¬ 
rest. We would like to find 
out what her motives were.'

Tliey are deter¬ 
mined to return to Aruba 
with the title of '"World 
Wide Police Motor Officers 
(WWPMO)" Instructor. 

Last week, the 2 candi¬ 
dates were very busy train¬ 
ing with 13 other motorized 
team members to maintain 
dieir level of expertise when 
dealing with traffic situations 
on Aruba.

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Russia fighter jet buzzed US 


destroyer: Pentagon 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
Russian figliterjel made sev¬ 
eral passes at low altitude 
near a US destroyer cmismg 
in international waters in the 
Black Sea at the weekend, 
the Pentagon said Monday, 
branding it "provocative and 
unprofessional.'' 

The incident close to the 
Romanian coast further 
heightens tensions already 
inflamed by Pmssia's actions 
in Ukraine, where Moscow 
annexed the Crimean penin¬ 
sula and stands accused of 
stoking unrest 

The US vessel was sent to 
the Black Sea on Apnl 10 in 
a show of Washington's soli¬ 
darity with its Eastern Euro¬ 
pean NATO allies concerned 
about Pmssia's actions. 


Colonel Steven Wan'en, a 
Pentagon spokesman, said: 
"On Apnl 12, a Russian Su- 
24 made numerous close- 
range, low-altitude passes in 
the vicinity of the USS Don¬ 
ald Cook, while the Cook 
was conducting operations 
in international waters in the 
western Black Sea 

"Tlie aircraft did not re¬ 
spond to multiple queries 
and warnings from Donald 
Cook. Tlie event ended with¬ 
out incident after approxi¬ 
mately 9Q minutes.' 

He added: "This provoca¬ 
tive and unprofessional 
Russian action is inconsis¬ 
tent with internatianal proto¬ 
cols and previous 
agreements on a professional 
interaction between our iml- 


itaries." 

Dunng some passes, the 
PAissian plane came close to 
less than 1,000 meters 
(2,300 feet) from the Ameri¬ 
can ship, a military official 
told AFP on condition of 
anonymity 

A second Su-24 was 
nearby, but was not in¬ 
volved, Warren said, warn¬ 
ing: "The Donald Cook is 
more than capable to defend 
herself against two Su-243.' 

The US vessel was on a 
routine patrol, he said, and 
"was never under threat. 
Tins was simply a provoca¬ 
tive act ■ 

The USS Donald Cook 
has no aircraft but carries an 
array of armaments includ¬ 
ing torpedoes and Toma¬ 
hawk cruise missiles.

Deadly Chile fire rages for third day 


VALPARAISO |AFP) : 

Picture taken on Monday 
in an area of Valparaiso, 

Chile, affected by a huge 
fire. Emergency respon¬ 
ders struggled Monday 
with outbreaks from a 
deadly blaze that tore 
through parts of an his¬ 
tone Chilean port city, as 
authorities hoped to 
have control of the 
flames in two to three 
days. The Valparaiso fire, 
still burning amid strong 
winds, has killed 12 peo¬ 
ple and is being battled with the help of 11 helicopters, six planes and 2,000 police 
and military troops. Some people who refused to leave their homes were killed when 
the inferno swept it. Hardest hit have been Valparaiso's poorer neighborhoods, 
perched precariously on the coastal city's tinder-dry hillsides, where dwellings built 
mostly of tin and wood quickly became engulfed in flames.

FOPT MEADE (AFP) - The 
FBI subjected a member of 
tlie defense learn for five al¬ 
leged September 11 conspira¬ 
tors to a "chilling"' 
interrogation in an effort to 
glean information, a military 
court heard Monday. 

Defense attorneys told the 
hearing at the Guantanamo 
Bay Naval Base that it hurt 
their efforts to represent tlieir 
clients m tlie lugh-profile ter¬ 
rorism case 

The claim came on the first 
day of a week-long heanng to 
determine whetlier one of the 
alleged plotters, Ramzi Binal- 
shibh, IS competent to stand 
tnal 

Jim Harrington, an attor¬ 
ney for the Yemeni defendant, 
sad that a "member of my 
team, visited by two members 
of tlie FBI, had to sign and ai- 
swer“ questions by tlie agents.

Prosecutors are seeking tlie

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
The bodies of 4D newborn 
babies aid fetuses have been 
found abandoned in a Brazil¬ 
ian hospital morgue, some 
forgotten for years, authori¬ 
ties sad Monday, comparing 
it to a horror movie. 

Some of the small colapses 
had been mol dering m a 
morgue refrigerator for as 
long as five years at file city- 
adminislered Pedro Ernesto 
Hospital 111 Rio de Janeiro. 

Officials also found a 
number of body parts which 
prosecutors said were proba¬ 
bly left over from emergency 
aiiputations. 

"It's like something from a 
horror film," prosecutor Ana 


Cristina Huth Macedo told 
AFP 

"Our goal now is to give 
the bodies a digmfied hunal 
as soon as possible." 

The hospital is renowned 
for deliveniig lugh-risk 
births, winch explained why 
so many babies would have 
died, she said. 

The hospital's director, 
P^.odolf□ Acatuassu Nunes, 
told Brazilian television that 
the bodies of the deceased 
and stillborn infants had 
never been claimed by their 
parents. 

"It has to do with a social 
problem: people don't come 
back to gel the body of their 
baby if it has died, "■ he said. 

Prosecutors have been un¬ 


able to identify 1 5 of the bod¬ 
ies, and all the deceased in¬ 
fants will undergo genetic 
testing to determine ■who 
fiieir parents were. 

Tlie case came to light 
after prosecutors were asked 
by authorities to investigate 
file whereabouts of one infant 
who it was later determined 
was delivered stillborn to a 
crack-addicted mother. 

Officials determined that a 
year after the baby's deafii, it 
still had not been buried, 
leading them to the discovery 
of dozens more unbuned in¬ 
fant corpses. 

"We have to find out if it's 
the hospital or the families 
that are at fault," Huth 
Mace do told AFP.

Hate crimes charge awaits 
suspect in Kansas shooting 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Hate cnine 'zharges on Mon¬ 
day awaited a reputed anti- 
Semite and former Kii Klux 
Klan leader suspected of 
killing three people at Jewish 
sites in Kansas on the eve of 
Passover. 

Frazier Glenn Cross, 73, 
shouted "Heil Hitler" from a 
police car as he was taken 
into custody after Sunday's 
bloodbath in Overland Park, 
an affluent siiburb of 174,0 DO 
outside Kansas City. 

■We will be filing hate 
enme charges,/ US District 
Attorney Barry Grissom told 
reporters " We are in a very 
good place from am evidence 
standpoint, and we will be 
presenting to a grand jury.' 

Michael Kaste, special 
agent in charge of Uie Federal 
Bureau of Investigation's 
Kansas City divisioix said in¬ 
vestigators had detemiined 
tliat file su sp ect h ad b e en mo - 
tivated to commit a hate 


enme. 

"The acts that this person 
committed were the result of 
beliefs that he had," Kaste 
added. 

Tliey did not elaborate, but 
the Southern Poverty Law 
Center and file Anti-Defama- 
fion League, which both 
monitor hate groups, said 
Cross had been known for 
years as a white supremacist 
harboring anti-Semitic 
views 

Ironically, all fiiree victmis 
were Christian 

[n Washington, President 
Barack Obama condemned 
the shootings at an Easter 
pray er b re akfast, as Attorney 
General Eric Holder put a 
federal hate crimes investiga- 
fion into action. 

'Nobody should have to 
worry about fiieir secunty 
when gathering with their 
fellow believers No one 
should have to fear for their 
safety when they go to 


prayer," Obama said at file 
Wlnte House 

Holder said US prosecu¬ 
tors would cooperate with 
llieir state and local counter¬ 
parts to "provide all available 
support and to determine 
ia4i ether the federal hate 
crimes statute is implicated in 
lliis case.' 

Federal law calls for life 
sentences when acts of mur¬ 
der are motivated by efiimc, 
racial or religious hatred. 

The Southern Poverty Law 
Center described Cross as a 
Norfii Carolina native and 
former Green Beret com¬ 
mando m the US army who, 
in the 19S0s, founded and led 
file Carolina Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan and tlie Wlnte 
Patriot Party. 

He spent tluee years in 
federal prison after being in¬ 
dicted Dll weapons chai'ges 
and for plotting robberies and 
the murder of the center's co- 
founder Moms Dees. 


Putin denies 
interfering in Ukraine as 
insurgents gain ground 



3LAVYANSK (AFP) - Russ¬ 
ian President Vladimir Putin 
denied involvement Monday 
with pro-Prussian insurgents 
gaining ground in eastern 
Ukraine, but an unconvinced 
European Umon expanded its 
sanctions on offidals accused 
of tiyiiig to break up the ex- 
Soviet country. 

Putin told US President 
Barack Obama that Russia 
was not sponsoring the 
Kalashnikov-to ting sepa¬ 
ratists who have seized a 
slnng of key state buildings 
in eastern Ukraine, and that 
'^such speculations are based 
on unfounded infomiation", 
according to a Kremlin ac¬ 
count of a phone call between 
the two leaders. 

Ukraine's We stem-backed 
interim President Oleksandr 
Turchy n o v me anwhil e 

sought a way out of tlie esca¬ 
lating crisis by proposing a 
referendum on greater auton¬ 
omy for the country's regions 
and seeking help from the 
United Nations. 

Fmssiahas deployed some 
40,DD0 troops along 
Ukraine's eastern border, a 
presence the US and EU 
sought to counter by approv¬ 
ing more than $3 billion in 
aid for Kiev's embattled in¬ 
terim administration. 


EU foreign ministers also 
announced they were ex¬ 
panding the list of 33 Ukrain¬ 
ian and Russian officials and 
business leaders hit by asset 
freezes and visa bans for 
their role in tlie Ukraine cri¬ 
sis — fiiough the bloc stopp ed 
short of harsher measures 
ahead of a Geneva meeting 
of top EU, US, Faissian and 
Ukrainian officials fins week. 

Protesters armed with 
rocks and clubs smashed 
their way inside a police sta¬ 
tion in Gorlivka -- a coal¬ 
mining town straddling a 
highway between tlie re¬ 
gional capital Donetsk and 
the city of Slavyansk to the 
norfii fiiat is now effectively 
under militants' control. 

Tlie unrestrained crowd 
whistled and cheered as fiiey 
npped away metal sluelds 
from the visibly firghtened 
local force before raising the 
tncolaiu flag of the self-de- 
dared 'People'^s Republic of 
Donetsk' 

And Kalashnikov-wield¬ 
ing militants in Slavyansk -- 
who are already in control of 
file local police station and 
secunty service office -- also 
took command of its admin¬ 
istration building before ask¬ 
ing Putin to send, in Ins 
troops.

Blood clue to prostate cancer recurrence 



Guinea Ebola outbreak 
under control: foreign 
minister 


PARIS (AFP) - Men with 
blood group O are far less 
likely to suSer a recurrence of 
cancer after prostate tumour 


surgery tlian men witli other 
blood researchers re¬ 

ported on Monday. 

A standard treatment for 


lo calised prostate cancer is to 
remove the whole gland, a 
procedure called radical 
prostatectomy, but this fails 
to stop the cancer in nearly a 
third of patients. 

Japanese researchers 
looked at 555 men who had 
had radical prostatectomy, 
examining their case 52 
months on average after the 
operation 

Patients witli blood group 
D were 25 percent less likely 
to have a recurrence of cancer 
compared with patients with 
blood group A tliey found 

■This IS the first time that 
anyone has shown that 
prostate cancer recurrence 
can vary with blood group," 
Yosluo Ohno of Tokyo Med¬ 
ical University said m a press 
release. 

More work is needed to 
explore this surprising find¬ 
ing, but if the results are con¬ 
firm ed, importantchangeslie 
in store for medical practice, 
he said. 

■For example, should we 
be counselling people with 
ceitain bio od groups that tliey 
have a greater or lesser 
chance of recurrence, and 
should these nsk factors be 
built into decisions on treat¬ 
ment?" 

Tlie research was issued at 
a conference in Stockholm of 
tlie European Association of 
Urology.

Intern ational aid or gams a- 
tions launched a senes of 
emergency measures across 
west Afiica in a bid to con¬ 
tain one of the worst ever 
outbred^s of the deadly 
Ebola vims, which is tlireat- 
ening every country in the 
region. 

Tlie outbreak began in the 
imp oven shed country's 
southern forests, but has 
spread to Conakry, a sprawl¬ 
ing port city on the Atlantic 
coast and home to two mil¬ 
lion people. 

Tlie WHO has described 
west Africa's first outbreak 
among humans as one of the 


most challenging since the 
virus emerged in 1916 in 
what IS now the Democratic 
Republic of Congo 

■It IS the first time we 
have faced this epidemic," 
said Fall, adding that despite 
actmg "very quickly" to stem 
the tide of the epidemic, 
" sadly there were ID D people 
dead." 

Fall said strict measures 
are being taken to prevent 
Ebola spreading Everyone 
entering or leaving Guinea is 
checked for vims. 

In neighbounng Libena, 
there have been cases, in¬ 
cluding ID deaths. 

Tlie virus known as Zaire 
Ebola has had a fatality rate 
of up to 9D percent in past 
outbreaks, and there is no 
vaccine, cure or even spe¬ 
cific treatment. 

The vims leads to haem¬ 
orrhagic fever, causing mus¬ 
cle pain, weakness, 
vomiting, diarrhoea and, in 
severe cases, organ failure 
and unstoppable bleeding. 

It can be transmitted to hu¬ 
mans who handle sick or 
dead wild animals -- be¬ 
lieved to be its original 
source -- and between hu¬ 
mans through direct contact 
with another's blood, faeces 
or sweat.

BERLIN (AFP) - Tlie world 
call still meet the UN goal to 
limit global warming pro¬ 
vided it cuts annual green¬ 
house gas emissions by 40-7D 
percent by 2050, atop expert 
panel said Sunday. 

The cost will not be cnp- 
plmg, but the longer it takes to 
switch to cleaner energy 
sources, the harder and more 
expensive it will become to 
halt warming at tlie UN's tar¬ 
geted two degrees Celsius (3.d 
degrees Falirenheit) overpre- 
Industnal Revolution levels. 


Tlie Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change 
(IPCC) warned starkly that 
on present trends the planet 
would be 3.7-4 S C warmer 
by 2100 — a level many sci¬ 
entists say could be cata- 
stropliic. 

"■Tilere is a clear message 
from science to avoid dan¬ 
gerous interference with the 
climate system, we need to 
move awav from business as 
usual," said Ottmar Eden- 
hofer, co-chainnan of the UN 
expert group tliat compiled 



the report. 

While most scenarios for 
meeting the target "require

Tlie report raiked Ar¬ 
gentina aid Barcelona super- 
star Lionel Me SSI as the 
111 ghest-v allied player at 
13S.1 million euros despite a 
1 4 percent drop in Ins esti¬ 
mated pnce over the past 
year. 


Portugal aid Real Madrid 
forward Cnstiano Ronaldo 
saw his estimated value rise 
11.4 percent over the past 
ye ar after h e 1 anded tlie worl d 
player of the year accolade -- 
but he still trals Messi by 
more tlian 30 million euros. 

At ID7.3 million euros, 
Ronaldo’s estimated current 
market value is more than a 
tlnrd of the 2S7 million eui’os 
for the entire Portugal squad. 

Honduras bring up tlie rear 
with their squad valued at just 
32.3 million euros -- or less 
tlian one quarter of Messi and 
half the estimated 67.4 mil¬ 
hon for Brazil and Barcelona 
star Neymar, whose pnce tag 
is up 22 5 percent on last 
year.
